COLORED EMIGRANTS FOR AFRICA, 
There is an organization in the South 
called the Liberian Exodus Association 
which has for its object the aiding of a cer­ 
tain class of colored people in the South 
who desire to emigrate to Africa for per­ 
manent settlement. The Association has 
its programme completely arranged and 
one ship load of colored people has already 
k i t Charleston. The sailing vessel Azro 
was engaged, and has taken ab ju t two hun­ 
dred aod fifty, men, women and children. 
They will be landed at Monrovia, on the 
West coast of Africa, and capital of the Re­ 
public of Liberia. 
The coiigrauls are well 
provided w ith agricultural implements, 
seeds of the kind suitable for that country, 
provisions of different sorts, dry goods, aud 
bools and shoes. The Association has 
agents in Liberia who will attend aud as 
gist the emigrants in procuring homes. A 
large majority of those who emigrate will 
o! course, devote their time to agriculture, 
though many mechanics of skill are among 
them. It is

rule of the Associa­ 
tion that none will be taken to Alnca ex­ 
cept those who hold stock in the Liberian 
Joint Stock Steamship Company, and also j 
have the mesas to support themselves for j 
at least six mouths alter they reach Libe­ 
ria. By the adoption of this rule, the bet- J 
ter class ol emigrants will be taken. They 
will be provided w ith comfortable qaar- 


It is reported at Washington that the 
Secretary of the Interior, Mr. Schurz, will 
soon make a decision that will be of vast 
Importance to Western land grant roads. 
It is based upon the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court lo the Usige land 
cate. The Court held that the railroad 
was not entitled to land indemnity in the 
place of lands disposed of by the United 
States prior to the grant. This decision 
changes the previous practice in the Land- 
Oflice, aod greatly reduces the grants to 
many roads. The Lani Oilily is not read­ 
justing the grants to conform to this decis­ 
ion. Four Western roads have been re­ 
adjusted. Toe Wisconsin Central has al­ 
ready received 41,800 acres more than it is 
entitled to, and its grant is reduced from 
750,000 acres to 587,000. The Hastings dc 
Dakota Road, in Minnesota, is red aced 
from 1,251,141 acres to 745,533.

The forward part of the 
car contained about thirty pieces of bag­ 
gage, in charge of S. H. Perkins, baggage­ 
master, who lives at Toledo, aud takes the 
car at that point, running it to this city 
Perkins slated to a reporter this morning 
that the first he saw of the fire was a burst 
o! Amie which nearly blinded bim.

face bore testimony of the tact, for his eye 
brows were singed, lie immediately pull­

THE YEAR WITHOUT A SUMMER. 


Some R e m a r k a b le S ea so n * R e m e m ­ 
b ered by the O ld e st in h a b ita n ts . 
From Harper’s W eeki/. 
An aged resident of Hartford remembers 
that the winter of 1829-30 surpassed this 
In mildness; farmers ploughed every month 
of the season, and no snow fell until Feb. 
2. The winier was followed, howeyer, by 
cold, backward epring. with a snow 
storm in May, which killed the returning 
swallows. As an offset to the above story, 
one of the old residents of Derby tells us 
the year 1816 is what 19 known as the 
year without a summer.’' Old New Eng­ 
land farmers refer to it as "eighteen hun­ 
dred aud starved to death.” January was 
mild, as was also February, with the excep­ 
tion of a few days. The greater part of 
March was cold aod boisterous. April 
opened warm, but grew colder as it ad­ 
vanced, ending with snow and ice, and 
winter cold. In May ice formed halt an 
iuch thick, buds aod flowers were frozen, 
and corn was killed. Frost, ice and enow 
were common in June. Almost every 
green ming was ki’led, and fruit was near- 
y all destroyed. Saow tell to the depth of 
three inches in New York anc! Massachu­ 
setts, and ten inches in Maine. July was 
accompanied with frost and ice. On the 
5th ice was formed of the thickness of 
window glass in New York, New England 
aod parts of Pennsylvania, and corn was 
nearly all destroyed in certain sections. In 
August ice formed halt an inch thick. 
Corn was so frozen that a great deal was 
cat down and drieJ for fodder. Very lit­ 
tle ripened in the New England and Mid­ 
dle States. Farmers were obliged to pay 
our aod five dollars a bushel lor corn of 
1815 for seed for the next spriog’s plant 
ing. The first two weeks of September 
were mild ; the balance of the month was 
cold, with frost, and ice formed a quarter 
of an inch thick. October was more than 
usually cold, with frost and ice. Novem­ 
ber was cold and blustering, with snow 
enough for good sleighing. December was 
quite mild and comfortable.

A Reminiscence by Thurlow Weed. 
From the New York Tribane* 
S ir : The agreeable coincidence between 
the very fitting appointments of Washing­ 
ton Irving and Bayard Taylor as Ministers 
to Spain and Germany, referred to in your 
pleasant paragraph this morning, tempts 
me to supplement the statement with a not 
less agreeable incident, connected with the 
appointment of Mr. Irving. In the sum­ 
mer of 1842 I was at Washington in com­ 
pany with the late Moses H. Grinnell, 
Richard M. Blatchford and Siemon Draper 
We dined with Mr. Webster, then Secretary 
of State. I need not say that the recollec­ 
tion of that dinner, like many others I 
have enjoyed with that eminent statesman 
at his own table and at the table of mutual 
friends, recalls charming memories. Hav­ 
ing disposed of the solids, and while par­ 
taking of fruit and me Jeira, Mr. Grinnell 
said: “I have a great favor to ask of you, 
Mr. Webster.” 
“You can ask no favor 
which will not be promptly granted,” re­ 
sponded Mr. Webster. "In completing his 
'Life of Columbus,’ Mr. Irving finds it 
necessary to have access to the Spanish 
Archives, 
for which purpose he will 
soon depart for Spain. 
A9 the Madrid 
Consulate is vacant we (Blatchford, Drap­ 
er, and himself), without 
Mr. Irving’s 
knowledge, came here to ask that appoint* 
ment for him.” 
Mr. Webster, after a 
lengthened pause, inquired, “Do I under­ 
stand yon, Mr. Grinnell, as asking the ap­

THlf SUPREME JUDGESHIPS. 


To lite E le c to r s o f W isc o n sin * 
It has long been well known to many of 
the observing men of Wisconsin that the 
greatly increasing business of our prosper­ 
ous Badger Blate demanded an increase in 
the number oi Judges of the Supreme 
Court. The people of the Slate, at the last 
State election, adopted an amendment to 
the Constitution adding two more judges 
lo tho Supremo Bench. 
The time for 
electing these two new judges is at the 
near-approaching April election. How to 
get suitable, non-partizan candidates before 
the people then became a question, and 
atter mature deliberation the two State 
Central Committees were called together 
on the 14th ot February, to mature some 
plan to bring forth sailable candidates. 
The Committees were of the opinion that 
it was not desirable, tor many reasons to 
make party 
nominations 
for positions 
which should be entirely free from parti* 
zanship. As conventions would involve 
complicated machinery, the Committees 
alter lull consultation, concluded to sub­ 
mit 
the 
question 
to 
a 
caucus 
of the representatives of 
the people, 
the Legislature 
then 
in 
session. 
A caucus of Republican members was held 
Feb. 19, aud Hon. David Taylor, of Fond 
du Lac, author of Taylor’s Statutes, an able 
awyer and a gentleman in every way em* 
loently fitted for the position, was chosen 
as one condidate, and on the following 
evening (Feb. 19) a caucus of the Demo­ 
cratic members was held and Hon. Harlow 
S. Orton, of Madison, was selected as the 
second candidate. These nominations were 
fairly made and unanimously endorsed by 
the respective caucuses, and their names 
will both be placed upon one ticket. They 
are men fitted for the positions, and unob­ 
jectionable to the people. 
Only with the earnest desire to subserve 
the highest interests of the people was this 
action inaugurated by the respective Blate 
Central Committees, aod carried forward 
by the Legislature; and in the same spirit 
of harmony it will doubtless be endorsed 
by the electors of the State at the April 
election. The law requires that the two 
candidates should be placed upon one tick* 
et for the two terms of office, and that the 
ballots shall be deposited in a separate box 
to be furnished for that purpose. 
Care should be taken that the names and 
terms of office of the two candidates 
should be distinctly written or printed 
upon each ticket, which should be as fol­ 
lows:

The Board of Visitors were, however, 
deeply impressed with the appearance of 
ill health which most of the girls present­ 
ed, and it did not seem to them probable 
that by mere coincidence so many young 
women should he congregated! together 
offering this peculiarity. The hygienic con 
dition of the university being excellent. 
they were compelled to look elsewhere 
tor the cause, and believe that they have 
found it in the tact that the curriculum, 
requiring 
both 
classes 
of 
students 
to be subjected to tbe same systematic 
training, makes no allowance tor those 
periods at which women require more or 
less complete physiological rest. They al­ 
lude to overwork as a cause of ana ana, and 
add: “It Is this very condition of blood­ 
lessness which Is so noticeable in the 
women of the university at this time ; the 
•allow features, tbe pearly whiteness of 
the eyes, the lack of color, the want 
ot physical development in the majority, 
and some absolute expression of acapnia 
In very many, all indicate that demands 
are made upon them which they cannot 
meet. 
The president of the University, lo a 
tone of ill-concealed wrath, after thank­ 
ing the Board of Visitors tor not allowing 
their critical acumen to stifler by disuse, 
regretting that they have reopened a con 
troversy which he considered closed, and 
remarking that “to be pushed back into 
the water when we have just reached 
shore, is trying”—an undoubted truism— 
attempts to refute their assertions. 
He says: “ The faculty Denounce ear­ 
nestly and unanimously in favor of the 
malntainance of toe present method.” 
It may not unfairly be remarked that 
there are but few instances in whish fac­ 
ulties have not “earnestly and unanimous­ 
ly’’decided against any charge which less­ 
ened their prestige and diminished their 
classes, even w hen tbe opportunities f ir 
observing tbe errors ct their ways have 
been greater thau iu the present instance. 
The opinion of the Board of Visitors, cacteris 
paribus is much more likely to ba impar­ 
tial and unprejudiced. 
Tbe applications f jr leave cf absence on 
account of poor health have been rn great 
er proportion among the young men than 
the youuu women.” This may be obvious­ 
ly

ally prevent many of the latter from detail­ 
ing their ailments to a male instructor, and 
particularly by the unscrupulous mendaci­ 
ty which the average male student evinces 
whenever there is to be a game of base 
ball, a boat race. or a :ountry fair within 
walking distance, that it cannot be consid­ 
ered a cogent arg u in g . 
The Regents. Vh commenting upon these 
counter-rer^t*. remark that it is not claim- ■ 
ed ilia* the problem of co-education ha* 
finally determined in its relations to 
capacity fur mental culture, and still less iu I 
its relation to tbe personal association of 
the sexes In our univeisines, but that, how­ 
ever that may be, no doubt ought to obtain I 
as to the duty of the University cl Wiscon I 
sin to maintain that higher standard of in- J 
•auction by whicu alone It can Claim an j 
holiest title to its proper rank aud name.
